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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This office action is in response to applicants' communication dated July 19, 2005. 
Amendments to claims 1, 43 and 86 have been entered. Claims 1-6, 43-48 and 85-91 are pending 
in the application. Applicants in replying to this office action are respectfully advised to cancel 
the non-elected withdrawn claims. Claims 1-6, 43-48 and 85-91 have been examined. The 
rejections and response to arguments are stated below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1-6, 43-48 and 85-91 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, which was 
not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. In 
particular, the limitation " determining , via a computer system, when to end an investment period 
based on parameters that include a percentage distribution of the funds between the fixed 
component and the contingent component " has not been described in the specification in such a 
way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to make and/or use the invention. The feature that is clear from the specification is 
determining when to end an investment period based on investment parameter that includes the 
time duration for the investment period. It is not at all clear to the examiner how a percentage 
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distribution of the funds between the fixed component and the contingent component determines 
when to end an investment period. 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-6, 43-48 and 85-91 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being incomplete for omitting essential structural cooperative relationships of elements, such 
omission amounting to a gap between the necessary structural connections. See MPEP 

§ 2172.01. The omitted structural cooperative relationships are: It is not at all clear to the 
examiner how a percentage distribution of the funds between the fixed component and the 
contingent component determines when to end an investment period. The relationship between a 
percentage distribution of the funds between the fixed component and the contingent component 
and the step of determining when to end an investment period is not clear. Appropriate 
clarification/correction is required. 

The following art rejection is made in light of the rejections made 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first 
and second paragraphs. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 1-6, 43-48 and 85-91 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Edelman (US Patent 6,064,986) in view of Hagan (US Patent 6,061,661) and further in

view of Fabozzi et al (Reference U) as discussed in paragraph 3 of the last office action mailed 
on February 15, 2005. 

Response to Arguments 

8. Applicants' arguments with respect to claims 1-6, 43-48 and 85-91 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
